That 
probe was looked upon by most 
people in radio as a “Dies type” of 
cuiz. Cox finally resigned the chair- 
manship of that committee, literal- 
ly weeping on the floor of Congress, 
because the FCC had produced a 
photostat copy of a check from a 
Georgia radio station which paid 
Cox for intervening on its behalf 
before the FCC.

Later he made several fortunes in 
the sales of his works only to lose 
them in financing musical produc- 
tions on Broadway. He had been a 
firm of Shapiro, 
Tilzer, but in 
music-pub- 
firm, which still exists. 
Harry Gumm in Goshen, 
Tilzer was one of five 
father was in the shoe 
Over his store was a 
small theatrical auditorium which 
occasionally housed stock tom- 
panies.

At 17 he joined a rep troupe, and 
hit New York, first in 1892, at 19, 
with $1.65 and a_ pocket full of 
dreams. Tony Pastor's was the goal 
of performers in that era, but not 
having an act, young Von Tilzer had 
to be content with a job of piano 
playing and hoofing in the saloons 
for $15 a week. Two years later he 
made the grade in a double Dutch 
act, teamed with the late George 
at Pastor's.
